T IS with real and deep regret that The Booklist marks the 

passing of The Freeman. While officially our interest has 
been only in its able book reviews we shall miss the intellectual 
stimulus of its weekly companionship. 

A newcomer in the monthly field is being received with 
interest. It is The American Mercury, edited by H. L. Mencken 
and George Jean Nathan, and to judge by the two numbers 
already received it is to be characterized by the same qualities 
that we find in Mencken’s Prejudices. 


OOKLIST BOOKS, 1923 is now coming off the press and 

advance orders indicate a good sale. A new departure is its 
bright yellow dress which will distinguish it on the librarian’s 
shelves from her monthly Booklist. In the majority of cases the 
votes were so decisive that there was no difficulty in selecting 
the titles, and it was interesting to note the enthusiastic approval 
by some librarians of their favorite books of the year as indi- 
cated by two or even three + marks. 





- MAY be interesting to librarians to know that the Booklist 

office receives more than twenty periodicals containing book 
reviews. These are all indexed and some at least are read before 
the writing of each book note. For special reviews of important 
historical and technical books the resources of Chicago libraries 
are called on and abstracts made of reviews of leading books. 
This is particularly true in the case of English publications. 


IBRARIANS often find difficulty in selecting simple, sound, 
and scientific books on social hygiene for parents, teachers 
and young people. Dr. Exner and Mrs. Falconer of the Amer- 
ican social hygiene association staff have compiled lists on. this 
subject and while these are too long to be reprinted here the eight 
titles recommended by both are:
